Some dentists appear to be taking a 
non-serious attitude toward complying 
with the written dental laboratory work 
order requirement of the Dental Prac- 
tice Act (Section 5b). May we again 
emphatically point out that your dental 
laboratory technician is subject to arrest 
and possible fine or jail sentence—or 
both—if he accepts prosthetic work with- 
out an accompanying written work order 
properly and completely filled out by 
you! 

Even of greater importance to you is 
the fact that non-compliance on your 
part jeopardizes your license to practice 
dentistry in Illinois! At the same time 
you subject yourself to possible arrest 
with the accompanying hazard of a fine 
or jail sentence—or both! 

The reasons for written dental labora- 
tory work orders being made a statutory 
requirement are serious reasons affecting 
the oral health of the public and the 
professional status of dentistry. Both the 
Dental Society and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education as- 
sure you that violators will be prosecuted!

ISADORE SHAPIRO 
1898-1959 


On November 27, 1959, Eternal God 
elected to call from our midst Isadore 
Shapiro. “Jiggs” took ill during his 
branch’s Clinic Day, one of the annual 
outstanding events of the North Side 
Branch. He was sent to the hospital from 
the hotel and passed on two days later. 
With his passing the dental profession 
lost one of its most earnest and loyal 
members. Jiggs was a foremost proponent 
and an outstanding keynoter for local 
and state dental legislation. His policies 
and precepts of the ten-point plan of the 
North Side Branch of the Chicago Dental 
Society helped crystallize his branch into 
one of the leading dental groups in the 
State of Illinois. He served on commit- 
tees of civic groups with distinction and 
was as well known to lay organizations 
for his forthright honesty and leadership 
as he was to all of organized dentistry. 

Isadore Shapiro was President of the 
North Side Branch at the time of his 


_ premature demise. He served on many 


committees of his branch and held with 
great distinction the offices of Secretary, 
Vice-president and Branch Correspond- 
ent. Jiggs also was appointed to the post 
of Chicago correspondent for the Journal 
of the Illinois State Dental Society. 
Jiggs was the youngest of twelve chil-

PROFESSIONAL BUDGET PLAN 
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Illinois Supreme Court 
decision on 


bootleg dentistry 


On March 22, 1956, the Supreme 
Court of Illinois issued its decision 
in the litigation initiated by the Chi- 
cago Dental Society against a number 
of dental laboratories. The dental 
society had charged the defendant 
laboratories with practicing dentistry 
and advertising their services in vio- 
lation of the Illinois Son Practice Act. The Supreme Court affirmed 
the issuance of an injunction against the defendant laboratories pro- 
hibiting them from dealing directly with the public and imposing. ap- 
propriate restrictions on their advertising programs. 


This decision supports our position that the complete responsibility 
for providing prosthetic dental services to members of the public should 
rest with the dental profession. 


We, the undersigned, pledge to maintain and, where neces- 
sary, strive to improve the standard of dental laboratory ethics, 
and to support the profession in their stand against malpractices.
